PART I 
RALPH TREVES 
INTRODUCTION: 

would you like a kitchen as beauti- 
ful, modern and efficient as the one 
shown in Fig. 1? 

The photo was taken in the Hot- 
point Center in New York City, and 
is just one of a number of Model 
Kitchens on display. Your own 
kitchen may not be as large, nor of 
the same shape, but the cabinets, 
counters and appliances can be in- 
stalled in your kitchen with just a 
little planning. 

Modern kitchen cabinets vary 
mostly in details and features such 
as door styling, hardware and finish. 
In the past the biggest problem in 
making cabinets at home was the 
finishing. This no longer is true, as 
hardwood-faced plywood in a great 
variety of woods is readily available. 



2. Base cabinet is complete, reody for finish, 
and for a top. Plain fir plywood is used on our 
model, o variety of hardwood-faced plywoods 
are available to any builder. 
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3. After vertical members ore cut out and 
notched, they ore joined with lengths of solid 
stock. Screws and glue are used. 

The plywood can be stained a color, 
or a wood tone, to produce a custom 
effect that will match appliances, 
an existing floor or woodwork. An- 
other solution to the finishing prob- 
lem is the use of plastic-laminate 
sheeting, (Formica, Micarta, Texto- 
lite, etc.), in any of dozens of colors 
and in natural wood grains. It can 
be applied to doors, drawer fronts 
and all exposed framing. Modern 
contact adhesives assure easy, posi- 
tive attachment of the plastic. 

What about cost? The most ex- 
pensive part of any kitchen modern- 
ization is the cabinetwork; by do- 
ing it youself you save tremendously. 
You might be able to do some, even 
all, of the plumbing and wiring for 
still greater savings. Another point 
is that by doing the entire project 
yourself you can budget the cost 
over the time it takes to build all 
units by buying only the materials 
required for one or two cabinets. 





Then, perhaps a month or two later, 
you proceed to the next stage. In 
our research on this series of articles 
we contacted most major manu- 
facturers of appliances, such as 
counter-top ranges, ovens, dish- 
washers and the like. All of them, 
with the exception of some mail-

order houses, recommend (some in- 
sist) that a homeowner get the 
specifications for size of openings, 
dimensions and so on, from a local 
dealer, then after the builder has set 
up his cabinets and counters with 
the correct cut-outs he should con- 
tact a licensed plumber, and/or elec- 
trician to make the actual installa- 
tion. While this is true in many cities 
and areas, we visited a number of 
dealers and found that they were 
willing to sell appliances at con- 
tractor's price to individual builders, 
considering them their own con- 
tractor. Where there are local build- 
ing codes covering the installation of 
major appliances, the installation 
must be made according to code. 
Some of the dealers we contacted 
said they usually would make one 
call at the request of the homeowner 
to check a problem. More than one 
call required payment of a service 
charge. We suggest you check in your 
own area as to the policy of the 
dealers of appliances. As a further 
suggestion, we recommend that un- 
less you are thoroughly familiar with 
wiring and plumbing, you do have a 
plumber or electrician make the 
actual installation. Problems of 
water hammer in plumbing can be 
annoying and destructive, snorts and 
defective circuits in a 220-volt wiring 
system can be lethal. 

As to the cabinets and counters 
themselves: anyone with a familiar- 
ity with tools can build them. In our 
series of articles we show in exten- 
sive detail with photos each step in 
construction. All cabinets and count- 
ers in this series of articles actually 
have been built. By this process we 
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have eliminated any theory; all 
cabinet construction is practical 
carpentry. Some of the methods of 
jointery may not suit an experienced 
cabinetmaker, and he may choose 
a different type. Our main concern 
was to keep the jointery simple. 

A table saw or radial-arm saw 
is almost a must for the kitchen 
project. A portable jig saw or cir- 
cular saw will be helpful in cutting 
large pi /wood panels to sizes more 
easily handled in a home shop. A 
Vi-in. drill, 2-ft. square and ordinary 
hand tools also will be required. 

Planning is an important part of 
your kitchen modernization. You will 
want to know where every cabinet 
and appliance will go, so that cab- 
inets can be made beforehand with 
the assurance they will fit, and that 
no space factor has been overlooked. 
There are many sources for help in 
planning. Every appliance dealer has 
illustrated booklets, prepared by 
manufacturers, which can be ob- 
tained free. Make sure you get the 

7. Dadoes for shelves can be cut with dado 
head on table or radial-arm saw, or as here, 
with router fitted with guide.

manufacturer's specifications for 
any appliance you will install. These 
always include sketches with all 
necessary dimensions, as for a 
counter-top range or built-in oven. 
An example is shown below. 

Standard dimensions for all base 
cabinets are 24% in. deep (from 
front to back) and 34% in. high. 
Lengths of the cabinets will vary ac- 
cording to their purpose and the 
space they will occupy. The depth 
of 24% in. works out fine for using 
standard panels of %-in. plywood 
that are 48 in. wide. When ripped 
down the center these panels be- 
come two strips slightly less than 
24 in. wide, (allowing for the saw 
kerf). The 24-in. width, plus the 
thickness of 1-in. lumber, (approx. 
%-in. finished), used for the facing 
frame makes the required 24%-in. 
depth. The 24-in. depth of the ply- 
wood alone is sufficient to make cut- 
outs for counter-top ranges, and will 
be flush with the front edges of 
built-in ovens, dishwashers, etc. 

The height of base cabinets works 
out also. The thickness of a plastic- 
laminated counter-top added to the 
34%-in. base is almost 36 in., which 
is the convenient working height for

the average person. All standard 
under-the-counter appliances like a 
dishwasher, are 34%-in. high. Base 
cabinets are built individually to re- 
quired lengths for each space or 
purpose, then fitted together during 
installation. Thus each cabinet may 
be planned to include particular 
features you wish, such as tray 
racks, waste pail, silverware drawers 
and compartments for bulky items. 
Plan to include some of the very 
ingenious and practical fittings for 
pots and their covers, for towels, etc. 



11. Outside corner joints of the facing are 
reinforced by using long finishing nails. It is 
best to pre-drill an undersize hole to prevent 
nails from splitting wood.

IN THE KITCHEN ILLUSTRATED, 
Fig. I, there is a 5-ft. stretch between 
the built-in oven and the corner lazy- 
susan cabinet. A single cabinet in 
this space is suitable, because it 
avoids the double-framing of two 
separate cabinets, and the over-all 
size is convenient to handle for con- 
struction and installation. 

This cabinet has an inside divider, 
because one side will receive the 
counter-top range. Most ranges of 
this type are 21 in. front-to-back, so 
they fit easily in the 24%-in. width 
of the counter top. The step-by-step 
instructions that follow apply to 
other base cabinets, the main varia- 
tion being in the length that must 
conform with an available space. 
On one side of the divider in the 
cabinet described there is a wide 
drawer at the top and a large double- 
door compartment at the bottom. 
The other side has two small draw- 
ers at the top and a compartment 
at the bottom. Figs. 2 and 17. There 
appears to be four drawers on the 
left side, but the top two are false 
because of the depth required for 
the counter-top range. 

In the matter of material: If the 
cabinets are to be painted, regular 
fir plywood can be used. If you plan 
to stain and lacquer the plywood for 
a natural-wood appearance, then 
select a hardwood-faced plywood 
such as birch, maple, mahogany, 
walnut or a similar wood. Lay out 
the wood so the best side will be ex- 
posed. If the ends of the cabinet are 
not exposed, use fir plywood, "good 
one side," as it is most economical. 
Regular fir plywood is fine for all 
partitions, shelves and other surfaces 
on the inside of the cabinet.

When you buy plywood in the 4x8- 
ft. size, have the lumber dealer rip 
the panels to 2 x 8 ft. and you will 
save a good deal of trouble in han- 
dling and cutting the material. Make 
sure the lumberyard cuts the ply- 
wood straight and true, and uses a 
sharp blade that will not chip or 
splinter the hardwood veneer. Also, 
use a 5-ply material, rather than 
solid-core plywood, as the 5-ply ma- 
terial is more stable and will not 
warp. For solid lumber, get top- 
grade, kiln-dried and knot-free stock. 
If you are using hardwood-faced ply- 
wood, clear white pine is fine, as it 
can be stained to match. 

Start construction by cutting and 
shaping the uprights. Fig. 6. For this 
cabinet you will need three uprights 
24 x 34'i in. Here you may run into 
your first problem if your saw table 
is not big enough to permit making 
the 34'/2-in. cut. There are several 
other ways to do this. If you have a 
portable circular saw or jig saw, 
clamp a guide strip to the plywood 
to permit making a straight cut. Or 
clamp a guide strip on the plywood 
at a point that will permit it to slide 
along the edge of the saw table with 
the saw blade on the mark. You can 
even do the cutting with a handsaw 
if you are careful to follow the line 
and not splinter the hardwood veneer. 
This particular cut need not be as 
precise as others in the project, as 
the top edge of the uprights will be 
covered by the counter top, but good 
workmanship requires that it be at 
least straight and uniform on all the 
uprights to assure accurate assembly. 

The uprights now are dadoed % 
x % in. for the %-in. shelves. Fig. 7, 
Because the shelves will vary for 
each side of the cabinet, mark the 
uprights No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3 to 
show their relative position, and also 



mark them "top" and "bottom" so 
there will be no mistakes. Upright 
No. 1 is on the left side and receives 
two dadoes. No. 3 is on the right side 
and has only one dado. The center 
upright. No. 2, is dadoed on both 
surfaces to conform. Lay out the 
uprights as in Fig. 6. The center up- 
right. No. 2. is now ripped down 14 
in. narrower than the others, to al- 
low for the thickness of the panel 
that is nailed all across the back. 

The next step is to notch the cor- 
ners for the crosspieces that join the 
three uprights. Make a 4 x 4-in. notch 
at the front, lower corner of each up- 
right for the toe space. Next, make 
a notch 1 x 3% in. at the upper rear 
corner of uprights No. 1 and No. 3. 
In No. 2 upright, the notch is % x 
3% in., the narrower notch resulting 
from the fact that the center mem- 
ber is 14 in. narrower than the 
others. In the lower, rear corner of 
the two outside uprights cut notches 
1 x 4V4 in. The center member is 
notched % x 414 in. Lengths of 1 x 4 
are used as stretchers across the 
back of the uprights. They are the 
full lengths of the cabinet; 5 ft, if 
you are duplicating the cabinet de- 
scribed. Support the three uprights 
on their front edges temporarily by 
driving 2-in. finishing nails through 
the stretchers into the plywood. Then 
drill countersunk pilot holes and 
drive 2-in. No. 8 screws, Fig. 3. When 
attaching the center upright make 
sure there is at least 2 in. between 
the upright and the location of the 
opening for the range. Most ranges 
are 31 in. long, but this can vary. 
Now turn the unit over and fit the 
front stretcher, Figs. 4 and 5. This 
strip is ripped to a width of 414-in. 
then notched, as indicated to fit 
snugly against the underside of the 
bottom shelf. Note that the lower 
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14. Staining and finishing of the front facing is much easier before it 
is installed. Apply oil stain as per manufacturer's instruction, wipe off, 
then apply finish of clear lacquer or shellac.

edges of the bottom stretchers do 
not reach the bottom edges of the 
uprights. This is to assure that the 
cabinet will sit on the uprights, 
rather than the stretchers, should a 
floor be uneven. The %-in. opening 
between the floor and the front 
stretcher is sealed with a cove mold- 
ing when the cabinet is installed. 
The basic frame now is completed 
and should stand square and solid 
on a level floor. 

The facing frame for the cabinet 
is next. Place the cabinet on its back 
for convenient measuring. First, cut 
two lengths of 1 x 2 to fit across the 
full length of the cabinet, place these 
two 5-ft. strips on the upper and 
lower edges of the frame, then 
measure between them to determine 
accurately the lengths of the two out- 
side uprights that are cut from 1x2 
stock. Do the same for the center 
member cut from a length of stock 
ripped to 2 3 k in. wide. Lay the cut 
pieces on a flat floor, square and 
true up the frame and fasten with 
corrugated fasteners from the back 
as in Fig. 10. Now measure and cut 



the drawer supports, then attach 
them in the same manner, Fig. 10. 
The outside corners of the facing 
frame are joined with long finishing 
nails, Fig. 11. Use glue on all joints. 
Center two short lengths of 1 x 2 in 
the drawer openings, as indicated in 
Fig. 6, and attach with corrugated 
fasteners. Keep a constant check on 
the squareness of the frame. Fig. 
12. If everything is kept true and 
square, there will be very little 
trouble with the final assembly. Make 
a final check of the frame when it 
is sanded, Fig. 13. If there are any 
uneven joints, fill them with wood 
putty, allow to set, then sand smooth. 
If you are going to stain your cab- 
inet, it will be easier to stain and 
finish the facing frame before it is 
installed. Fig. 14. When the stain 
and shellac have dried, the facing 
frame is fitted on the cabinet, Fig. 
15 and nailed in place with finishing 
nails. A nail set is used to counter- 
sink them, and the holes then are 
filled with wood putty colored to 
match the stain. A light sanding will 
finish the job. If you wish to avoid 



face-nailing, triangular blocks can 
be glued and nailed to the uprights, 
then glue and short wood screws 
driven through them into the back 
side of the facing frame. 

The last step is to nail V4-in. hard- 
board or plywood over the back of 
the cabinet, Fig. 16. It is nailed over 
the top and bottom stretchers and 
on the center upright, but requires 
that %-in. quarter-round be glued 
and nailed at the back edge of the 
inside surface of each of the end up- 
rights to provide a nailing surface. 
The basic cabinet frame. Fig. 17. is 
ready for doors, drawers and top. 

In the next issue will be described 
the making of doors and drawers. 
With these two articles you will be 
able to make all the base cabinets 
you require. You may want to in- 
clude special features in your cab- 
inets that will be elaborated in later 
articles in this series. A lazy-susan 
corner cabinet will be described in 
one article, the special details in- 
volved in installing a built-in oven 
will be described in another. Finish- 
ing also will be covered. A A

most unusual is the design of this 
spice cabinet; it will look well with 
either contemporary decor or early- 
American. First step is to glue up 
white-pine lumber to a size that will 
accept the pattern of the back. A 
pattern is made from the squared 
drawing and traced on this member 
and it is cut out. Cabinet sides are 
cut next, and dadoed to accept the 
four shelves. The cabinet assembly 
is fastened to the back, then the two 
trim strips are fastened to the front. 

The door frames are cut as in- 
dicated, then assembled with glue 
and finish nails. Louvers are cut 
from V»-in. lattice stock, each one 
being 2-15/16 in. long. Fit the louvers 
in the inside frames by starting at 
the top. gluing the first in place at 
an angle of about 55 deg. Fit ',8-in. 
spacers between the louvers, (small 
pieces of Vfe-in. hardboard will do), 
as you glue them in place. When all 
louvers are in and the glue has dried, 
drive in '/2-in. brad through the in- 
side frame into each end of each 
louver. The spacers are removed 
after the bradding is done. Bright- 
brass hinges are mortised into the 
edges of the door and trim strips, as 
indicated and the doors are fitted. It 
may be necessary at this time to 
trim the edges of the doors to pro- 
vide a proper fit. The completed 
cabinet can be stained and finished 
to suit your individual taste. A A

THERE IS NO ARTICLE OF FURNITURE that 

will please a growing young lady 
more than a vanity table. The table 
described in this article is complete 
with its own chair, and will be the 
proudest possession of any future 
beauty queen. 

Construction is not difficult; al- 
though dadoes are shown in the 
drawings for some joints, they can 
be changed to simple butt joints to 
simplify assembly even more. Simply 
shorten the dimensions of any part 
by the lengths of the extensions re- 



quired to fit into the dadoes. Note 
that the legs are attached to pads 
4 x 4 in. square, cut from %-in. ply- 
wood. A dowel is fitted in the center 
of each leg end and through the pad, 
and glue and a single wood screw 
are used to complete the assembly. 
These legs must be attached to the 
bottoms of the end compartments of 
the vanity table before the bottoms 
are attached. Round or square legs 
of various lengths also can be pur- 
chased, should you wish to modify 
the design somewhat, and save time. 




Ready for primping, play or study, this vanity 
will delight the heart of any young teen-ager. 
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DRAWER DETAILS

Cut the back and the four partitions 
from %-in. plywood and assemble. 
Note that the back fits inside the 
ends, and that the two center parti- 
tions are %-in. shorter than the ends. 
If dadoes are used, cut them on the 
inside surfaces of the partitions be- 
fore assembly. Next, fit in the bot- 
tom of the center compartment and 



the bottoms of the two end compart- 
ments. (The legs should be attached 
to the bottoms before the assembly.) 
Now temporarily fit the top on the 
table — treat the tops as one piece — 
and mark the location of the hinges 
and the required cuts. Remove and 
cut in three pieces, then fasten to 
the ends and partitions with glue and 



finishing nails. Attach the hinges 
and double-check to make sure the 
center lid swings freely between the 
fixed tops on the end compartments. 
Make the two drawers, as detailed, 
then add pulls of desired design to 
the two drawers and attach two false 
pulls to the center section. For a 
final touch, fit a mirror inside the lid.

Extensive use of plywood makes assembly of 
the vanity chaif quite simple. Solid stock is 
used only for legs, vertical parts of arms.

The chair offers more of a chal- 
lenge than the table, but will present 
no problems if you are accurate in 
the layout. The two front legs are 
%-in. hardwood. One edge of each 
leg is straight, the upper end being 
2V4 in. wide down a length of 2% in. 
At this point the leg is cut to taper to 
% in. at the lower end. A sub-as- 
sembly of the two legs, front rail and 
rung, which is a length of %-in. 
dowel, can be made up now. While 
the glue is setting cut the top and 
bottom rails. Use two blanks cut 
from %-in. plywood clamped together 
and cut both rails at the same time. 
Note that the bot'.om rail is longer 
than the upper. This allows for the 
taper on the front legs. Bore the 
two V4-in. holes in the ends of the 
bottom rail before cutting them at 
an angle to fit the front legs. Cut 
and shape the rear legs, drill as re- 
quired, then assemble the front legs, 
upper and lower rail and the rear 
legs. Attach the side arms and three- 
part back rest. The seat is last, being 
just a piece of %-in. plywood 10 x 14 
with a 4-in. radius on two corners. 
The seat can be upholstered, as was 
the original, with cotton batting or 
foam rubber, covered with sheet plas- 
tic. Pink was the color used on both 
table and chair, with accents of flat- 
black enamel. A A

here is a smart piece of furniture 
that any novice can build, the sole 
requirement being that he drill holes 
square with the work. There are no 
mortised joints or other cabinet- 
work, all members being assembled 
with dowels and glue, clamped in 
place until the glue has set. Inas- 
much as all dimensions are given 
the material could be cut to size 
at the mill, even the holes bored 
and the home craftsman then would 
need only to assemble the piece. 
Maple, walnut, birch, basswood or 
mahogany will make an attractive 
table, and the glass top can be 
bought cut to size and edges 
smoothed at your local paint store. 
Note sponge rubber pads in the top 
of each post to prevent glass from 
sliding. Finish the wood in natural 
grain with shellac and wax. A A

like several thousand other Ameri- 
cans, the George V. Skinners of Port- 
land, Oregon caught "vacation-cabin 
fever." Their cure was to write for 
a booklet, "Ideas for Vacation-land 
Homes." (Available from Western 
Pine Assoc., Dept. MC9. Yeon Bldg.. 
Portland. Oregon.) From the booklet 
they chose the "Lodgepole Pine" 
model, one of ten commissioned by 
Western Pine, for their beach lot. 

Each of the cabins is as sturdily 
built as a permanent, all-year-around 
home, with double-wall construction.

Besides counter top visible there is fold-down counter next to refrigerator. 
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The "Lodgepole Pine," and other 
models, is available as a kit. The 
polyethylene-wrapped "package" in- 
cludes pre-cut lumber, pre-assembled 
window and door units, electrical 
fixtures, wiring, and such appliances 
as range, refrigerator and hot-water 
heater, shower stall, portable metal 
fireplace and plumbing. 

The kits cost somewhat more than 
if the individual pieces of lumber 
were purchased, but the savings in 
time and labor (and perhaps the cost 
of some labor), more than make up 
for the difference in price.

Pine" cabin is S3.295.00 F.O.B., Port- 
land, Oregon. If you have a clear lot, 
financing can be arranged. The kits 
are so complete that no professional 
help is necessary, unless there is a 
definite problem of time. Some of 
the materials should not be left out 
in the weather, so it is necessary that 
the cabin be framed and roofed 
quickly. Once that part of the build- 
ing is done, construction can proceed 
at a more leisurely pace.

when i bought my home I noted that 
on the north side wood rot had 
started on the tops of doors and win- 
dows. To prevent further damage I 
made these "eyebrow" wooden awn- 
ings and installed them. When my 
garage was built I did not install 
them, but quickly saw that rain 
would wash down the entire door (the 
roof edges are flush with the ends 
of the building, as on the house), 
and the paint on the door faded 
faster from the top. After installing 
the awnings, as shown in the photo, 
paint fading has been retarded, and

especially so during hot summer 
months. This is because, although the 
awnings are small, they provide a 
sunshade, except when the sun is 
quite low on the horizon. As indi- 
cated in the photo, the awnings are 
fine snow guards and help keep the 
window sills, and the drive in front 
of the door, free of snow. Dimensions 
of the awnings will vary with the 
sizes of doors and windows, but all 
angles should be kept identical for 
better appearance. For complete 
weatherproofing, paint all parts be- 
fore and after assembly. A A

you may not have antiques in your 
attic, nor can afford to buy them, 
but quite likely you have some old 
pieces of furniture that are made of 
top-quality lumber and with excel- 
lent joinery.

Browse in these shops, looking at the 
various items in the light of how 
they could be modified, changed or 
rearranged to perform some other 
function than the one for which they 
originally were intended. 

No need to worry about green lum- 
ber in these old items of furniture.

been seasoned by just sitting around 
in homes and shops. Joinery is 
usually quite good; it may be neces- 
sary to re-glue some of the joints, 
but this is no problem for a home 
craftsman. Do not let paint fool you. 
Many of the painted pieces will prove 
to be solid oak or other hardwood 
that has a magnificent grain. Paint 
remover, sandpaper and steel wool, 
plus a little hard work will bring 
out the hidden beauty. 

The bedside tables, Fig. 1. are a 
case in point: Note the modern- 
classic look of these delightful tables 
finished in black lacquer and gold. 
They also could be finished in black 
and red to provide an "oriental" 
touch to a decor, or any combina- 
tion of colors could be used. Their 
origin is a set of pedestals. Fig. 2, 
of the type used years ago in man- 
sions, and some more modest homes, 
to support potted palms or other 
plants, or to display statuary. Cutting 
each column. Fig. 3, provided a ball- 
shape support for two low tables, 
producing an "Empire" design. 
Using the other part of each pedestal 
would produce slightly higher tables 
with a "French-provincial" flavor.

incorporated in the design of an at- 
tractive lamp. The lamp column is 
a length of copper tubing or brass 
electricians' pipe bent to a shape 
that will accommodate the instru- 
ment, as indicated in Figs. 4 and 5. 
A guitar, ukelele or banjo, even a 
battered but well-polished saxophone 
or trumpet could be used as an at- 
tractive lamp-column design to in- 
dicate the owner's personality or 
hobby. Lamp harps and fittings can 
be purchased at many hardware 
stores; several of our advertisers 
offer special or unusual lamp fittings 
and supplies. The base can be simply 
a piece of well-finished hardwood, as 
was the base for the violin-lamp. 

How often have you seen round 
dining-room tables in a secondhand 
shop; or perhaps you have one in the 
attic, basement or garage. Give it 
a second look and see if it perhaps 
can be up-dated as was the table in 
Figs. 6 through 9. The intricately- 
carved legs are strictly mid-Victor- 
ian, but the wood and workmanship 
are the best.

and bring out the genuine beauty of 
the wood. The column of the table 
then is shortened to bring the top 
down to coffee-table height. A glass 
top is added to protect the wood that 
you have so carefully sanded and 
finished, and the glass is used as a 
means of showing photos of your 
favorite people. Fig. 6, perhaps a 
treasure map, or a chart showing 
the presidents of the United States, 
so there is a bit of American history 
always showing with the table, Fig. 9. 

Shop carefully when looking for 
furniture to modernize. Because 
there is so much labor involved in 
bringing the table up-to-date and 
revealing the true beauty of the 
wood, you will not want to pay more 
than a few dollars for each item. 
Incidentally, when well done, these 
refurbished items of furniture will 
sell well, and for much more than 
you will pay for them. Figure the 
cost of your labor and material, add 
a reasonable profit and you're in 
business. For most of us, however, 
it is a way of using our skills to obtain 
attractive, low-cost furniture. A A

MR. NORVILLE WEHRHElM, who for the 

last few years has held the title of 
world's champion wood turner, re- 
cently took time out from his job as 
demonstrator for a leading manu- 
facturer of power tools while at the 
Kansas City Home Show, to design 
and produce a step table as a project 
for workbench readers. With the 
addition of a dimensioned drawing 
this photo story lets you work along 
with an expert in your own shop to 
build this attractive and versatile 
table. Note that while Mr. Wehrheim 
is an expert, he still uses such safety 
devices as a push stick on the saw. 
All operations shown were done on 
a combination power tool: in your 
shop you may have to change some 
of the setups, but all operations are 
standard and should present no prob- 
lems. White pine was used on the 
original, choice of the finish is left 
up to the individual builder. A A

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LATHE PROJECTS ARE ALWAYS FUN, but

Turning the ring 
requires no great skill, and if you 
plan carefully and work slowly you 
should be successful on your first 
try. The ring is part of the blank 
stock. The technique is to shape as 
much of the project as possible, leav- 
ing just enough material for the ring. 
On the candlestick this requires a 
raised band about % in. wide. The 
outside of the ring is rounded and 
sanded, then the inside circumfer- 
ence is gently shaped with a skew

from both sides. A slight ridge left 
at the parting point is hand sanded. 
Tape the parted ring to one side, 
then finish the area from which the 
ring was removed. If you work on a 
faceplate, the candle socket can be 
turned right on the lathe; otherwise 
you will have to drill after turning, 
or drill the blank stock first and fill 
the hole with a removable plug to 
permit mounting between centers. 

Any wood can be used on a project 
of this type. Ours is Apricot — a wood 
much too soft and porous for lathe 
turning, but the interesting grain 
persuaded us to try it. A A

Cost-Free 
Small-Parts 
Drawers

every workshop owner needs small- 
parts drawers for the dozens of mis- 
cellaneous items required for so 
many projects. Here is a method of 
making such drawers from material 
that costs nothing, in a manner that 
requires no soldering, welding or 
other mechanical fastening. 

First step is to go to your local 
gasoline service station and ask for 
several of the round 1-gal. cans in 
which oil or anti-freeze is contained. 
Although empty anti-freeze tins are 
more easily cleaned, the time of year

Metal for small-parts drawers is obtained by 
cutting the ends, including rolled seam, from 
1-gol. oil or anti-freeze containers with snips.

will determine which type container 
is available. When you get the tins 
home, cut off both ends, including 
the rolled edge. After this operation 
you quite likely will end up with 
rough edges on the metal, so be care- 
ful. Flatten the tins so that the seam 
is approximately 2 in. from edge of 
the resulting double-thickness sheet. 
Next, scribe a line along each of the 
cut edges, squaring from the end 
folds and recut the metal to produce 
a straight, clean edge. Scribe and 
cut as many 2-in.-wide strips from 
each flattened tin as possible. One 
strip is required for each drawer you 
wish to make. Several of the con- 
tainers are required for the drawer 
bottoms. Cut the ends off, as de- 
scribed, then cut each tin along each 
side of the seam to remove it, and 
flatten the container to produce a 
sheet of metal on which the bottoms 
can be scribed. The bottoms meas- 
ure 4V4 x 6'A in., and the rectangles 
should have square corners. 

To form the drawer sides, open the 
flattened strips and place jig C with 
one end against one fold and rough- 
form the adjacent corner. Repeat 
this with the other fold and corner. 




Shown is the form to shape drawers. Top block 
ond shims can be metal or hordboard. 



(We made several of these drawers 
in the Model Shop and found we could 
by-pass the step in which jig C is 
required, and go on to the use of the 
forming jig. Ed.) Next step is to 
make the forming jig to the dimen- 
sions shown. It is sawed apart at a 
77-deg. angle to form three pieces as 
indicated. It is sawed apart after 
being cut to the dimensions given. 
The form must be true and square, 
but the dimensions are not critical, 
and the angles can be varied. Basi- 
cally, the angles are to assure that 
a wedging action is produced when 
the bolt fitted in the top plate is 
turned in the Tee-Nut of the form. 




CABINET FOR DRAWERS 
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Flanged drower bottoms are fitted in 
drawers so flanges on sides mesh, then all 
flanges are crimped together tightly. 



One end of the finished form is faced 
with sheet metal or tempered hard- 
board, the opposite end is fitted with 
shims of varying thickness. The 
shims are necessary as the different 
tins will vary somewhat in diameter, 
and this variation is taken care of 
by adjusting the length of the form. 

After each drawer has been formed 
on the jig, scribe a line in. from 
one edge, all the way around the 
drawer. Snip a small "V" at each 
corner, and cut out a section of the 
seam to a depth of Vs in. Jigs B and 
C now are used to form the flanges 
on the bottom edges of the drawer 
sides. The angle on each of the jigs 
is approximately 30 deg. However, 
this is not critical. The main pur- 
pose of the angle is to position the 
flanges so they can be closed easily 
against the flanges on the drawer 
bottoms. Clamp the sides between 
the jigs and a piece of wood or metal 
to back up the thin metal and bend 
down the flanges to the inside of the 
drawer. Note that the jigs B and C 
are l 7 /s in. deep; this measurement 
determines the final height of the 
drawer sides and completed drawer. 

Drawer bottoms are now flanged 
with the aid of jig A. The jig is cut 
from Va-in. tempered hardboard or 
steel, and the sides are kept ac- 
curately parallel, the corners square. 
Each blank for the bottoms has the 
corners cut as indicated, then it is 
clamped between jig A and a piece 
of backing material and the flanges 
are bent to a 90 degree angle. 

Slip the bottom in each drawer 
frame, flanges down, until the flanges 
fit into those on the drawer frame. 
Use a vise or clamp to squeeze the 
flanges on the frame over the flanges 
on the bottom, and the drawer is 
complete. One-piece handles can be 
bent from metal, as shown, and par- 
titions also can be made. The handles 
may be attached to the drawer fronts 
with contact adhesive if only light 
items are to be stored, but a couple 
of aluminum rivets will assure that 
the handles will stay on when heavy 
items are placed in the drawers. 

A cabinet for holding 20 of the 
drawers is dimensioned; the design 
can be modified to hold more or 
fewer of the drawers. A A

One of the most labor-saving of all the applications of a propane torch Flame spreoder used with large or small tip, depending on size of job, 

is loosening nuts and bolts that are "frozen" with rust. The metal is softens and loosens paint for easy removal with putty knife. Because of 

quickly raised 1o a high temperature. intense heat, care must be taken to prevent burning wood. 
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every workshop should include a 
propane torch in the inventory of 
tools. The torch tested in the Model 
Shop is the kit, which comes with its 
own metal tool chest. Included with 
the torch are a light-duty and heavy- 
duty flame tip, a flame spreader for 
use with the heavy-duty tip and a 
soldering tip. Also included is a 
spark igniter, of the type used for 
lighting oxy-acetylene torches. The 
igniter certainly saves on matches, 
and prevents overheating cigarette 
lighters in the torch flame. 

It would be impossible to illustrate 
the many uses of a propane torch, 
and only a few are shown. Removing 
stubborn layers of paint from wood 
is one real time-saver possible with 
a propane torch, and large soldering 
jobs are a snap with a propane unit. 
Among some of the many uses not 
shown are lighting charcoal for a 



barbecue, lighting a fire in a fire- 
place and firing up a trash pile that 
has become damp. If you work with 
jewelry as a hobby, a propane torch 
can be used for soldering and silver 
brazing. If you want to bend and 
shape steel flats, angles and round 
stock, the torch will quickly heat the 
metal to a red glow for easy bending. 

Propane torches can be purchased 
other than in kits, and you may have 
need for only one of the several sizes 
of tips available, and perhaps only 
one of the tip accessories. We would 
recommend the spark igniter, as our 
tests and experiences show it to be 
a real time and trouble saver.

Quick soldering is a snap with a propane torch, especially when working with objects too largo to be 
heated by soldering iron or gun. For lighter work the solder tip slips over the flame tip, producing 
a constant-hot soldering copper that will really flow on solder.

Humidifier kit comes complete with easy in- 
structions, all ports in labeled packages, and 
template for cutting hole in furnace plenum. 



most humidifiers for forced-air fur- 
naces are quite large, as well as 
expensive. And, because most of 
them are made of metal, they 
eventually rust or corrode through 
and start leaking into the furnace. 
The humidifier unit shown in this 
article is low in cost, is easily in- 
stalled and appears to be more long- 
lasting than any unit we have seen. 

The pan of the humidifier is glass, 
which immediately eliminates the 
problem of rust and corrosion. The 
automatic valve is a rubber disk 
and needle, which avoids the prob- 
lems that occur when dirt and de- 
posits build up on the surfaces of all- 
metal valves. The assembly of the 
kit is simple, clear-cut instructions 
being provided. Installation of the 
completed humidifier can be done 
by any homeowner. Instructions are 
simple and complete, and only a few 
tools are required. 

First step, of course, is to assemble 
the unit. All parts are wrapped or in 
packages that are marked to show 
what is contained. After the unit is 
completely assembled, a template 
provided is used to mark the re- 
quired opening on the plenum of the 
furnace. Several holes are drilled in- 
side the pattern to permit the in- 
sertion of tin snips, and the opening 
is cut. Sheet metal screws then are 
driven into the metal of the plenum 
and allowed to project about >/ 8 in. 



Next, centerpunch a mark on a cold- 
water pipe near the furnace and 
drill a V^-in. hole. The needle valve 
and saddle then are clamped on the 
pipe as per instructions. The copper 
tubing supplied now is connected to 
the saddle and to the humidifier. The 
plates in the humidifier then are 



saturated with water and the as- 
sembly fitted into the plenum. Water 
level is adjusted to a maximum of 
1 in. and a minimum of M> in. After 
all adjustments have been made the 
cover is fitted in place and held by 
tightening a screw.

depends on the sweep of warm air 
over the wetted evaporating plates 
to transfer moisture into the air of 
the home, and is designed for instal- 
lation in a square, vertical furnace 
plenum only. 

As an interesting sidelight, when 
the humidifier was being installed, 
it was discovered that the humidifier 
formerly used had corroded through 
and dropped water into the cabinet 
of the furnace. The rust and cor- 
rosion produced would shortly have 
made necessary the replacement of 
the panels in parts of the cabinet. 
The effected parts were wire-brushed 



thoroughly, then coated with a rust- 
sealing type of paint from a handy 
aerosol can. We recommend check- 
ing your own furnace for this prob- 
lem when installing a new humid- 
ifier, or checking the furnace.

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Servicing 
Spray-Type 
Kitchen Faucets

there are about 25,000,000 kitchen 
faucets with automatic sprays. If you 
haven't had to trouble-shoot yours 
yet, the time may not be far off. 

The standard kitchen-sink faucet, 
Fig. 1, has a single or double-handle 
water regulator, a swing spout with 
an aerator nozzle and a diverter 
valve that sends water to a hose 
when a valve on the spray head is 
pressed. Spray head can be rinse 
type. Fig. 1, or brush type, Fig. 11. 

With most faucets the biggest 
problem is with the aerator on the 
swing spout. When water flow is 
reduced, remove the areator and 
clean it. Fig. 3. One type, as shown, 
has several screens and a perforated 
disk; another type has a sort of 
"gear-plug" and a screen. Check the 
hose of the spray head to make sure 
it is not kinked or hooked over a 
pipe, Fig. 4. For freer hose action, 





3. When water pressure seems to reduce, first step is to remove aerator 
nozzle and clean the ports with toothpick and brush. This is screen-type.

Fig. 9. drop 
the hose through the hole in the sink 
ledge, then unscrew it from the con- 
nection under the sink at the diverter 
valve. Wall-mounted faucets gener- 
ally use a 30-in. hose, sink-ledge- 
mounted faucets use a 48-in. length. 
All hose fittings are the same at the 
spray end, but one of three types will 
be used at the faucet end. Replace-

merit hoses are fitted with universal 
couplings. Fig. 6. that will fit all types. 

To check the spray head, remove 
the end and depress the valve so the 
water flushes out any foreign mat- 
ter. Fig. 7. Brush-type spray heads 
with multiple-hole nozzles will re- 
quire cleaning as well. Fig. 8. If this 
treatment does not correct the prob- 
lem — and the diverter valve is work- 
ing — do not take the spray head 
apart. Remove it and send it to the 
Automatic Spray Service Center, 
1700 E. 58th Place, Los Angeles 1. 



7. When checking out spray head, remove end, 
run water through it to flush out any debris, and 
to assure that head or hose is not plugged. 

While the head is in for repair, use a 
cap-type pencil eraser to seal the 
hose. Fig. 10. If you want to replace 
a rinse-type spray head. Fig. 1. with 
a brush type. Fig. 11. you will need 
to change the hose guide. The brush 
will not stand upright with the flat- 
type guide, Fig. 11. 

If the faucet still does not work 
properly, check the diverter valve. 
These seldom go bad, but some types 
of water eat away the metal or flakes 
of scale can cause problems. The 
valve rests in a cast-in cup at the

base of the swing spout, Fig. 2, above 
the spray-hose connection. It oper- 
ates when the valve on the spray 
is actuated. Movement up and down 
in the cup is caused by the force 
of water pressure against surfaces 
of unequal area, Fig. 12. When water 
is off, the diverter valve rests in the 
cup that is part of the faucet body. 
Surfaces against which water pres- 
sure works are: A; face of poppet- 
valve head, B; top surface of piston, 
C; bottom surface of piston. When 
water is on and flows to spout, pres- 
sure on A plus C is greater than on 
B so piston unit is raised. Water then 
flows around spacers on piston top, 
through washer and into swing spout. 
When valve on spray head is de- 
pressed, water flows to spray head 
because pressure against C is re- 
lieved into hose. Pressure against B, 
which has larger area than A, forces 
piston unit down to close opening

To remove the diverter valve, first 
unscrew the collar on the swing 
spout. Fig. 13. Tweezers can be used 
to remove the valve. Fig. 14, or long- 
nosed pliers. If the valve is damaged, 
and cleaning cannot correct the prob- 
lem, replace the valve. Generally 
one of three types, Fig. 15, will fit 



your faucet assembly. However, 
some single-lever faucets will re- 
quire special-type valves. In this 
case, write to the Service Center, 
giving the name of the manufacturer 
of the faucet, or contact the local 
dealer that handles that make. A 
free catalog of parts is available 
from the Service Center.

despite the FACT that most heat loss or gain in a home 
is through the roof, many homes have insufficient 
insulation above the ceiling. In some cases, as in the 
home illustrated, there is none at all! Quickest, easiest 
way of insulating the low attics of ranch-type homes, 
or increasing the thickness of settled, or insufficient 
insulation in any style home, is to use a pour-type, 
(vermiculite), insulation. The material is fireproof, 
vermin-resistant and flows easily around pipes, wires 
and other obstructions, and in voids around other 
types of insulation. Information on the pour-type in- 
sulation, as well as other kinds, is available from the 
Zonolite Inquiry Dept., 135 South La Salle St., Chicago 3.

WINTERIZE YOUR HOME: 

Eaves Troughs and Downspouts 

RALPH TREVES 



an important phase of readying your 
home for winter is cleaning down- 
spouts and eaves troughs. Tree 
leaves, buds, berries, a forgotten ball 
or two, model airplanes and broken 
kites must be removed. Loose 
hangers that cause an eaves trough 
to sag are either tightened or re- 
placed with special long nails that 
eliminate the need for removing and 
replacing the bottom line of roofing. 



Long steel rods or wire are used 
to clear downspouts, with particular 
attention paid to the elbows at the 
bottom. Leaf guards over down- 
spouts are all right, but where there 
is a problem of many leaves con- 
tinuous screen sections are the 
answer. They are fairly expensive, 
but need be used only where experi- 
ence shows an accumulation of 
leaves and debris can be expected. 



And the cost can be balanced against 
unwelcome and sometimes frequent 
trips up a ladder to the roof to clean 
clogged eaves troughs that are pour- 
ing water down the sides of the house 
to ruin paint and cause leaks around 
doors and windows. When eaves 
troughs must be removed for major 
repair or replacement, clean the trim 
behind the eaves trough and give it 
a couple of coats of paint. A A 





Sections of screening cover trough, wet leaves wash off in rain, blow Inner edges of screen sections are slipped under bottom row of shingles 

off when dry. Golvanized-metal screens can be used on aluminum troughs or roofing material, outer edges are attached to eoves trough with 

because of special insulating barrier strip. spring clips furnished with sections. 
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loose downspouts can couse a leak ot the 
eaves trough, pulling down on the joint or 
twisting. Old clomps should be refastened, new 
clamps added where necessary. 




Ordinary nails or screws can be used to attach 
downspout clamps on frame home, screw anchors 
in holes bored with star drill in brick walls. 




When eaves troughs are taken down for repair, 
or to re-set for better pitch toward downspouts, 
scrope and paint fascia before replacing trough.

The three most common layouts in basements are shown here. Check them to see which is most like yours. The location of the inside stairway, of course, 
definitely effects the location of the outside stairway, and the "traffic" pattern. 
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almost half the floor area in many 
homes is represented by the base- 
ment. This space can be made as 
warm, dry and comfortable as the 
rest of the house, and thus almost 
double the usable area in a home. 
The workbench staff is now remodel- 
ing two basements and articles in 
future issues will show and describe 
how a variety of materials and 
building methods can be utilized by 
any homeowner to increase the living 
space in his own home. 

Before you start the remodeling, 



you should know what your end re- 
sult will be, and this means plan- 
ning. How about lighting, whether 
natural or artificial? Will you need 
direct access to the back yard patio, 
and should the entrance be close 
to your workshop to permit carrying 
in large pieces of lumber and ply- 
wood, or would it be just as con- 
venient opening into the recreation 
room?

definitely SPACE-SAVING, built-in furni- 
ture also can be money-saving if old 
furniture is modified and combined 
with plywood to produce a desired 
unit. Slightly more expensive, but 
time-saving, is the use of low-cost 
unpainted units with plywood. 

In Fig. 1 is shown a built-in fitted 
in a boy's room. Two cabinet-type 
unpainted units, Fig. 2, were posi- 
tioned on the walls of the room, then 
a piece of %-in. plywood was cut to

fit between the units, flush with the 
tops. Cleats were screwed to the 
walls to support the back edges of 
the plywood top. and cleats on the 
sides of the unpainted cabinets sup- 
ported the ends. A strip of 1 x 2 stock 
was glued and nailed to the front

edge of the plywood top for a more 
finished appearance. In Fig. 2 the 
built-in has been given a first coat 
of paint, after various holes in the 
plasterboard had been filled with 
Spackling. The built-in was painted 
the same color as the walls to make 
the room look larger. 

Because this is a room for a boy 
whose interests run from chemistry, 
tropical fish, bug collecting on 
through electronics, the top of the 
built-in was covered with easy-to- 
clean ceramic tile. A back-splash of 
ceramic tile was cemented to the 
plasterboard wall as added insurance 
against stained walls. An angle of 
45 deg. was made at the corner of 
the L-shape top to provide a desk

tered from use. First step was to 
remove the top. Second was to cut 
the dresser in half along the center 
partition. Because one half of the 
dresser would have no support at the 
center to keep the horizontal shelves 
in position, strips of wood were 
tacked to the front and back tempo- 
rarily. After the dresser was cut in 
half a partition was cut from a ,4-in. 
plywood and the shelves then were 
glued and nailed to it. A piece of 
curved trim on the original dresser 
also was removed, and its removal 
provided a toe space. The two halves 
of the dresser were then positioned 
on the wall. Fig. 5. It was necessary 
to remove portions of the quarter- 
round and base shoe to fit the dresser 
halves firmly against the wall. At 
this time it also was determined that 



area. After the ceramic tile was 
cemented in place — and a space left 
for the desk area — a piece of ply- 
wood was cut to fit the corner area. 
It was sanded carefully and given 
several coats of varnish to assure a 
smooth surface for writing. The 
shelves above the built-in are cut 
from 1x6 stock, supported on simple 
wooden cleats fastened to the wall 
with screw anchors. The walls and 
built-in are painted a light beige, the 
ceramic tile is somewhat lighter than 
chocolate brown. 

Figs. 3 through 8 show how an old 
dresser was salvaged and combined 
with a plywood top to make an at- 
tractive built-in for a girl's room. 
The original dresser. Fig. 4, was 
somewhat outdated and rather bat-

the height of the finished unit plus 
the thickness of a plywood top would 
be more than desk high, so a couple 
of inches were cut off the bottom of 
each dresser half to produce a fin- 
ished height for the built-in of 30 in. 
A top now was cut from %-in. ply- 




wood in an L-shape, Fig. 6. It was 
not possible to cut the complete L- 
shape from one piece of 4x8-ft. ply- 
wood, so a short piece was fitted on 
the left end, as can be seen in Fig. 
6. The completed unit was painted a 
light blue to match the walls, then 
it was "antiqued" by spraying irreg- 
ular patterns from a spray can of 
gold-color paint. Plastic laminate 
was cemented to the top. 

The top removed from the dresser 
was utilized to make a vanity table 
to fit a short section of wall adjacent 
to the built-in. Support brackets were 
cut from scrap pieces of the top. 
Velcro tape was stapled to the edge

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Dear Research Deportment: 

We have lined in our present home 
for 9 years, and I know thai in that 
lime our chimneys have not been 
cleaned. They seem to be in good con- 
dition and the flue liners, upon inspec- 
tion, seem to be cemented tightly to 
each other. Do you think it would be 
wise to hare our two chimneys cleaned, 
and could we do this work ourselves? 
—Mr. C.M.C., Oklahoma.

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Dear Mr. C.M.C.: 

There are, of course, companies 
that will handle this chimney clean- 
ing job for you, but since you ask for 
details, our suggestion is that you 
do it yourself, for with care there is 
no reason why you cannot do an 
equally good job. 

We might also point out that you 
are wise to consider such a cleaning, 
if for no other reason than preventa- 
tive maintenance. Cleaning reduces 
the soot accumulation that is in- 
evitable in a chimney and thus the 
possibility of soot catching fire, the 
smoother the inside walls the more 
efficient the stack becomes. 

Cleaning a chimney is not very 
hard, it's just a dirty job. However, 
before starting the cleaning, very 
carefully seal all openings, such as 
fireplaces, within the house. Soot is 
difficult to clean up and with care 
there is no need to be plagued with 
this chore later. One way of sealing

fireplaces is to use a cardboard the 
size of the opening, with light wood 
strips tacked around the edge for 
strength. Seal the joint between 
cardboard and fireplace with wet 
cloths to make it as near airtight as 
possible. Have damper open. 

To remove soot from the chimney 
take a burlap bag and partially fill 
it with gravel, old tire chains, pebbles 
or other similar material. Attach a 
rope securely — a rope long enough 
to reach the length of the chimney. 
From the top, slowly raise and lower 
this bag in the chimney, constantly 
working toward the bottom. This 
scrubbing action is very effective in 
removing the accumulated deposit 
of soot and does a far better job 
than any of the chemical powder 
cleaners that can be put on a fire. 

Use extreme care when removing 
the soot from the fireplaces. First, 
wait several hours to allow complete 
settling, then remove the cardboard 
cover carefully, finally shovel up the 
soot as if it were your best china! 
Soot is light and it doesn't take much 
of an air current to start it traveling 
around a room. 



Dear Research Dept.: 

I have ceramic tile on the hearth of 
my fireplace in the living room. I 
regularly wax it when I wax the floors, 
yet over a period of time it seems to 
have lost its luster and almost seems 
grimy. What's wrong? Do I have an 
inferior tile? — Mrs. E.H.. lour: 

Dear Mrs. E.H.: 

Let us assure you that your tile 
is probably all right: what is happen- 
ing is what always will happen when 
ceramic tile is waxed. All tile manu- 
facturers recommend the following 
for regular tile maintenance: clean 
with a detergent and damp mop. 

Your tile can be restored to its 
original beauty, however, by a vig- 
orous application, by hand, of steel 
wool and detergent to remove all 
traces of the wax. This will not hurt 
the tile surface. Thereafter clean as 
recommended above.

I have had quite an argument with 
a friend about the difference between a 
"tint" and a "shade" of a color. I have 
maintained that a lint is made by add- 
ing white to a paint color, thus lighten- 
ing it; that to shade you add black to 
darken the color.

Dear Mr. M.J.O'D.: 

You may not realize it, but you've 
posed some pretty good questions. 
Unfortunately, there are several 
answers to every question, too. How- 
ever, we'll do our best to give you 
some facts that may help you to 
answer your questions, particularly 
in the light of your own experience, 
present paint condition of your home, 
and how much you wish to invest in 
the job. Taking your questions in 
order, our answer to No. 1 is that 
many authorities feel that fall is a 
better time to paint. Reason is that 
wood has dried out over the summer, 
thus providing a better basic sur- 
face, and there are fewer bugs and 
insects in the air to stick on the 
surface. Other folks argue that it is 
nicer to paint in the spring so that 
everything is spick and span for the 
summer. Suit yourself. We would 
pick the fall. 

Your next question concerns the 
new latex house paints. Again, this 
cannot be a clear-cut answer but 
here are some facts concerning these 
new paints. Claims for the water 
based paints include a life expect- 
ancy of up to 50 per cent longer than 
conventional paints. However, the 
coverage per gallon is not as much 
and the price is anywhere from 10 
to 20 per cent more than a good oil- 
base paint. They are quick drying, 
don't show lap marks, are more fade- 
resistant and somewhat easier to 
apply. These are definite plus values 
for the do-it-yourselfer, no question 
about it. A drawback is the strict 
attention to instructions on the can 
when applying. If a latex paint is not 
applied just right, it turns out to be 
a mess. And manufacturers are 
worried about this. Although the ads 
paint in glowing terms a picture of 
painting right after a rain, washing 
out the brushes in soapy water, and 
almost by the time the painter is 
cleaned up and ready to relax the 
job is dry, there is a little more to it 
than this. A turpentine-based primer 
must be applied first and allowed to 
dry for three days or so, so there's 
still this mess to go through. Still, 
the facts are, the new water based 
paints are good, they last longer, 
hold their colors longer, are some- 
what easier to apply — if you care- 
fully follow instructions. They cost 
more and still require an oil-based 
primer. Your next question concerns 
life of a paint coat. This is vari- 
able, but a good job with quality 
paint should last up to six years be- 
fore repainting is necessary; oil 
paint, that is. The white powder that 
comes from an outside painted sur-

face does not necessarily mean a 
cheap paint. Good outside paints 
(oil) are designed to "chalk" or 
"powder" off during the course of 
their life to be "self-cleaning." Ex- 
cessive "chalking" does indicate 
lower grade, however. This chalk 
should be removed by vigorous wire 
brushing before repainting. 

Your question on application is a 
stickler. It really depends upon you. 
Here are some points to consider: 
Spraying does a good job if you know 
how to spray, otherwise you will be 
pestered with runs (from too much 
in one spot) or thin areas where 
enough was not applied. In many 
areas the overspray problem could 
be serious. By this we mean that 
some of the spray floats onto shrubs, 
cars, other houses! And finally, the 
very careful masking around win- 
dows, etc.. sometimes eats up all 
the time saved in the spray process. 

Rollers, in many ways, are a 
natural for the homeowner-painter. 
They can be obtained in a variety of 
widths and naps, can be fitted with 
extra long poles to reach high spots. 
Although it takes a little practice to 
handle a long-poled roller, this knack 
comes, and the work can progress 
rapidly. One-story homes are "duck 
soup" for this system. The type of 
surface might determine the feas- 
ibility of a roller, although rollers 
have been satisfactorily used on al- 
most every type of surface. 

The brush is the old standby. A 
few suggestions here: get the best 
brush possible — the quality of the 
job depends directly upon the quality 
of the brush. It is also surprising 
how much easier a good brush is to 
use, how it holds paint better and 
helps to speed up the job. Use a 4- 
inch brush for flat wall surfaces, for 
trim a 2- or 3-inch brush.
